Exports  of  fresh  apples  and  pears,  dried  apples  and  pears,  and  can- 
ned  pears  v-ere  smaller  than  in  the  1933-34  season.     Cariiied  apple  exports 
shoT/ed  a  small  increase.    Fresh  grape  e:rports  were  encouraging  in  a  season 
of  declining  exports,  the  volume  not  only  was  the  largest  since  the  start 
of  the  depression  hut  export  values  were  the  highest  in  several  years. 

Exports  of  fresh  apples  from  the  United  States  emeuntcd  to  around 
8,100,000  bu3h...ls,  compared"  with  12,300,000  bushels  in  1923-54.  About 
2,000,000  bushels  of  fresh  pears  ir.oved  into  export  in  igS-ir-So,  against 
2,200,000  bushels  the  previous  s^^ason.    Exports  of  grapes  totaled  17,850 
short  tons  compared  with  13,344  short  tones  in  1933-34.    Slif htly  more 
canned  apples  and  sauce  vjqtc  exported  but  somewhat  less  canned  pears  than 
.in  1933-34,    E:rports  of  canned  apples  iTere  269,000  c;\sos  and  conned  pears 
1,434,000  cases.    Exports  of  rlriod "apj l^o  and  pears  declined  heavily  be- 
cause of  thu  small  imports  made  by  Germany,  the  m-ost  important  market. 
Dried  apple  ezrports  ar!io"anted  to  11,747  short  tons  and  dried    ;ears  to 
2,843  short  tons. 

The  effect  of  trade  barriers  on  the  fruit  exports,  during  the 

1934-  35  season,  was  drastic.    G-ermany  permitted  only  a  sm.all  araount  of  ex- 
change to  be  used  to  pay  for  fruit  imports  and  only  a  fraction  of  the 
usuall3'"  heavy  trade  developed.    The  poor  outlet  in  Genaany  reduced  Ameri- 
§^or-^fig'^§rdt°         Netherlands,  Y/hich  country  normjally  does  an  iiaportant 

/reexportmg  business  a^ith  C-enriany.    Denmark,  Belgium,  and  Argentina  also 
reduced  their  takings  of  American  fruit. 

E:q)orts  of  fruit  to  the  United  Kingdom.  T'ere  fairly  well  maintained, 
which  v/as  fortunate,   since  that  country  is  the  chief  outlet  for  fresh  and 
canned  fruit  carports.    Sweden,  Norway,  and  Finland  took  larger  quantities 
of  Aiaerican  fruit  in  the  1934-35  season  than  last,  as  did  several  ether 
countries,  such  as  Canada,  Brazil,  Cuba,  Hong  Kong,  British  India,  Pales- 
tine' and  Egypt . . 

Exports  to  Cuba,  although  not  largo,  shewed  a' decided  increase  over 

1935-  34.    The  increase'  in  the  trado  can  be  ■..irectly  attributed  to  the 
trade  agreement  signed  with  the  United  States  in  1934,    An  important 
trado  has  baan  steadily  developing  with  Palestine  and  Egypt  in  the  last 
few  years.     In  some  instances  the  voiu.mo  was  double  that  of  last  season.

Tho  1934  coranorcial  apple  crop  ^'^  73,500,000  buoholo  ti-.d  the  craall- 
ost  in  the  Ir.st  13  yoars.    Judging,  by  the  experts  of  the  last  fev;  yoars, 
-ibout  16  percent  of  the  co::ini.orcial  crop  should  have  gone  into  export. 
Actually  the  8,100,000  bushelc  o:'rportod  only  constituted  11  percent  of  the 
cornr.icrcial  crop. 

As  bet".70C3.i  tho  tv/o.  apple  export  ing '  region  g  of  the  Unitod  States, 
the  Atlantic  Coast  states  '.nd  the  Pacific  Coast  ctatcs,  exports  from  the 
fcmer  declined  the  raost.    E7:ports  of  apple e  fron  tho  Atlantic  States 
(barrels  and  baskets)  have  declined  steadily  since  tho  1930-31 • ceas on  v:hen 
laoasured  in  percentage  of  the  conKiorcial  crops  in  these  states.    The  ex- 
ports of  apples  in  barrels  and  baskets  totaled  2,400,000  bushels,  or  6.4 
percent  of  the  coinncrcial  crop  of  37,300,000  bushels  and  compared  v/ith  ox- 
ports  last  season  of  3,700,000  bushels  and  8.5  percent  of  the  crop. 

Around  5,700,000,  bushels  of  apples  Y.'ere  exported  froLi  the  Pacific 
Coast  States,  or  15.7  percent  of  tho  crop  of  36,200,000  bushels.  Exports 
S^f  or"^eci  ^'^^^''^'-^^^^^  since  the  1927-28  season,  and  the  proportion  of  the  crop 
/7a£?  the  sniallest  since  1929-30. 

The  figures  given  here  are  s-airmarized  in  the  table  on  page  A-3  of 
the  appendix.    Canadian  eoLuaercial  apple  crops  and  exp^.rts  are  als:'  sham 
in  this  table.     It  vill  be  ncted  that  there  is  a  sharp  contrast  in  the  ex- 
port trends  fren  the  ta'o  countries.    Whoras  experts  from  the  United  States 
reached  peaks  in  the  1926-27,  1928-29,  and  1930-31  seasons,  oa.ly  to  de- 
cline since  the  latter  scaG'.n,  Canadian  exports  have  sh.vni  -.  strong  upv/ard 
tendency  since  1929-30  'and  reached  a  peak  in  1933-34.     Inpotus  has  been  add 
ed  to  the  exports  of  Canr^dian  apples  by  tho  Ottai/a  Agreements,  v-hich  T'ent 
into  effect  in  l\'ovcmber,  1932.    Since  then  the  United  Kingdon  ho.s  had  a 
duty  of  4S.6d.  on  apples,  or  -.bout  1^  a  pound,  frcm  other  than  Empire 
Countries.     Cr^iadian  apples  enter  duty-free. 
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Total  exports  by  countries;    A  mentioned,  earlier,  apple  exports 
originate  in  tv/o  ir.ain  regions  of  the  Unitecl.  States ,  the  Pacific  Coast 
and  the  Atlantic  Coast  States.    The  former' export  their  apples  in  boxes 
and  the  latter  mostly/  in "barrels  and  baskets  although  a  few  crates  and 
boxes  are  also  used.    Exports  are  reported  in  boxes,  barrels  and  baskets 
so  in  order  to  analyze  the  total  export  moTomcnt  it  is  necessary  to  con- 
solidate the  throe  sets  of  figures  .into  one  table  .    Such  a  table  is  shown 
on  pa.-  e  A-4, 

The  total  exports  from,  the  United  States  amounted  to  8,062,000 
bushels  of  which  87,4  percent  went  to  European  co^iintrios  and  12.6  per- 
cent to  other  countries.    The  United  Kin£;dom  took  41.9  percent  of  the 
export  movement,  or  by  far  the  largest  proportion.     Due  to  the  decline 
in  the  exports  to  Germany,  France  took  the  second  largest  proportion,  or 
12.9  percent.    Belgium  offered  an  outlet  for  8.5,  the  Netherlands  8.1, 
Germany  7,6,  and  Sweden  4.5  percent  of  the  total  exports.    All  other 
European  countries  together  absorbed  but  3.9  percent. 

Although  of  much  less  import inco  than  the  trade  V7ith  European 
countries  exports  of  American  apples  go  to  a  long  list  of  countries  in 
every  part  of  the  world.    The  miost  imiportant  of  these  are  Brazil, 
Argentina,  the  Philippines,  Canada,  Palestine,  Cuba,  Egypt,  and  Hong  Kong. 

The  seasonal  m.ovem.ent  of  the  apple  exports  has  changed  markedly 
since  the  depression  and  the  introduction  of  trade  barriers.     In  the  5-year 
period,  .1926-27  to  1930-31,  exports  generally  reached  a  peak  in  November, 
declining  slowly  until  March  and  then  dropping  rapidly  in  the  last  three 
months  of  the  season,  April  to  June.     In  the  1933-34  season  a  fair  volume 
of  fruit  moved  out  in  Septemiber,  October  and  Decem.ber  but  the  peak  movem.ent 
did  not  occur  ^ontil  January,    The  same  tendency  prevailed  in  1934-35 
season  when  the  peak  month  was  February. 

This  shifting  of  the  export' miovement  has  been  largely  due  especially 
to  trade  barriers  which  are  more  burdensome  in  the  fall  mionths  and  to  the 
quota  system  in  Franco,  since  the  amounts  of  American  fruit  which  are 
allowed  to  enter  are  larger  after  the  turn  of  the  year.    Other  reasons  are 
somev/hat  heavier  competition  in  the  fall  months  from  European  apples,  brought 
about  by  the  production  of  better  varieties  and  the  wider  use  of  cold  stor- 
age to  prolong  the  marketing  season.    See  tables  on  pages  A-4  to  A-7  and 
A-9  and  A-10  of  the  appendix. 

One  encouraging  developmiOnt  of  the  1934-35  season  v/as  the  higher 
export  value  which  prevailed  for  apples.    The  1934-35  average  was  §1.43 
a  bushel  against  $1,31  in  1933-34  and  .'1^1.21  in  1932-33.    V/'ith  sm..allcr  ex- 
ports this  situation  would  norm.ally  be  oi^ipected  but  for  the  last  tv/o  or 
three  years  as  indicated  the  export  value  has  declined  in  the  face  of  de- 
clining exports  of  apples.    Adding  support  to  the  suggestion  that  export 
apple  prices  turned  upward  in  1934-35  is  the  fact  that  all  deciduous  fruits 
had  higher  e:q)ort  values  in  1934-35  than  in  the  previous  season.  Another 
consideration  is  that,  although  United  States  exports  were  short,  the 
supply/  of  apples  available  for  consum.ption  in  Europe  was  heavy. 
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Exports  apples  in  boxos ;    Exports  of  apples  from  tho  Pccific  Coast 
States  in"  the*  1934-35"  season  ■•unounted  to  5-,  714,500  boxos  compared  with 
8,581,200  boxes  in  1933-34  end  about  the  same  amount  in  1932-33  and  in 
the  5-yoar  Doriod,  1926-27  to  1930-31.    The  1934-35  exports  had  a  value 
of  $8,071,000  a.-ainst  ^11,172,000  in  1933-34,  ^^9,697,000  in  1932-33  and 
118,554,000  in  the  5-.yGar  period,  192G-27  to  1930-31. 

Thcro  was  a  heavy  decrease  in  exports  to  the  chief  European  mar- 
kets, particularly  CTcrmany  and  the  Netherlands.    Total  exports  to  European 
countries  ?Tjnountcd  to  4,804,000  boxos  againr^t  7,832,000  in  1933-34.  For- 
tunately exports  to  other  countries  were  larger  than  usual  totalling 
910,000  boxes  against  750,000  in  1933-34. 

The  United  Kin£:dom -regained  first  place  in  1934-35.    Exports  to 
the  United  Kingdom  totaled  2,095,000  boxos,  France  903,000  boxes,  the 
Netherlands  612,000,-  Germany  557,00,  Sv/eden  205,000,  Belgium  175,000  boxes, 
and  all  other  European  countries  257,000  boxos. 

The  countries  to  v/hom  boxed  apples  are  sent  outside  of  Europe  in-  ■ 
elude  practically  ev-.ry  country  on  the  globo-nono,  however,  aro  very  im- 
portant as  compared  to  the  E'orcpoan  outlets.'   Brazil,  the  Philippines, 
Cejiada,  Argeatina,  Egypt,  British  India  and  Hong  Kong  ;ai  took  over  50,000 
boxGG.    For  further  detail  see  the  table  on  poge  A-5. 

Exports  of  apples  in  barrels  and  baskets;    The  Atlantic  Coast  States 
exported  695 ,600 'barrels  and  260,700  baskets  of  apples  in  the  1934-35 
season  compared  with  1,045,400  barrels  cjid  541,300  baskets  in  1933-34.  Ex- 
ports were  smaller  to  Genfl-^aiy,  tho  Netherlands,  Belgium  and  Argentina. 
The  United  Kingdom,  Sweden,  NorT/ay,  Finland,  PolcJid  and  Danzig,  and  Cuba 
proved  to  be  better  markets  than  in  1953-34.    Exports  of  barrels  had  a  val- 
ue of  :;;;2,993,000  compared  with  $4,046,000  in  1933-34    and  $12,601,000  in 
tho  5-ycar  period,  1925-27  to  1930-31.    Exports  of  baskets  wore  worth 
$451,200  against  $858,800  in  1933-34  and  $437,900  in  1932-33,  the  first 
year  th'^^-t  baskets  were  separately  reported. 

The  United  Kingdom  was  by  far  the  most  important  market  for  barrels, 
taking  405,100  against  392,400  barrels  in  1953-34.     Belgium  and  Sweden 
were  the  only  other  important  outlets.-    Exports  to  Belgium  totalled 
140,000  barrels  against  190,700  in  1933-54  \7hile  those  to  Sweden  amounted 
to  53,200  barrels  compared  with  28,500  in  1933-34.    See  Table  on  page  A-6. 

The  distribution  of  baskets  centered  largely  T/ith  Belgium,  Franco 
and  thu  United  Kingdom.    Exports  to  C-ermany  and  the  Netherlands  v;ere  very 
small.    Distribution  of  baskets  to  other  countries  v/as  negligible.  Canada 
was  the  only  one  of  importance  and  only  5,000  baskets  Went  there  in  1934- 
35.    See  table  page  A-7. 

Although  baskets  are  rapidly  gaining  in  popular ily  in  the  United 
States,  they  havo  not  gained  very  wide  acceptance  abroad.    This  is  partly 
due  to  tho  fact  that  the  wrong  typo  of  basket  was  used  when  shipments  first 
started  to  move  out  in  volume  around  1928-29.     It  appoars  rather  certain 
that  baskets  will  be  used  more  widely  for  exports  in  tho  near  future. 
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Exports  of  apples  by  custopis' districts  :    New  York  City  regained 
first  place  from  Seattle  as  a  port  of  export  for  apples  in  1934-35,  al- 
though the  movement  through  the  port  v/as  the  smallest  in  years.  Total 
exports  of  apples  in  all  containers  through  New  York  City  amounted  to 
3,112,000bushels  compared  with  4,151,000  bushels  last  year  and  the 
average  of  9,878,000  bushels  in  the  5-year  period,  1925-27  to  1930-31, 
Around  2,869,000  bushel  boxes  of  apples  cleared  through  Seattle  compared 
with  5,153,000  bushel  boxes  last  year  and  the  average  of  2,970,000  bushel 
boxes  in  the  5-year  period  mentioned  above* 

Portland,  Oregon,  was  third  in  importance  as  an  apple  exporting 
port  in  1934-35,  shipping  1,335,000  bushel  boxes  against  1,153,000  in 
1933-34  and  1,545,000  bushel  boxes  in  the  5-year  period,  1926-27  to 
1930-31,    Only  329,000  bushol  boxes  wore  loaded  out  of  San  Francisco  com- 
pared with  811,000  in  1933-34  and  500,000  in  the  5-yGar  period  under  sur- 
vey.   Other  seaports,  the  most  important  of  which  was  Baltimore,  also 
shipped  less  apples  than  usual.    Details  of  the  movement  are  shown  in  the 
table  on  page  A-8,

Exports  and  the  non-commercial  crop:    Around  3,700,000  bushels  of 
apples  Y7ore  exported  in  the  fonn  of  canned  and  dried  apples  in  the  1934-35 
season  compared  with  5,700,000  bushels  in  1933-34  and  the  average  of 
5,000,000  bushels  in  the  5-year  period,  1926-27  to  1930-31. 

Canned  apples  and  dried  apples  are  made  from  cull  apples  for  the 
most  part.    Consoquontly  the  export  of  such  products  does  not  reduce  the  ■ 
supply  of  comm-crcial  apples.    The  amount  of  fruit  so  exported  has  to  be 
compared  with  the  non-commedcial  crop.    The  1934-35  exports  of  fresh  and 
dried  apples  constituted  8  percent  of  the  none -commercial  crop. 

DrjUM3__a£pJLc_s_ :    Exports  of  dried  apples  amounted  to  11,747    -  short 
tons  in  19'34-35  against  18,669  in  19.;3-34  and  to  the  average  of  16^628 
short  tons  in  the  5-year  period  1926-27  to  1930-31,    Exports  were  valued 
at  ^2,151,000  in  193...-35  against  $3,206,000  last  year  and  #3,664,000  in 
the  5-yoar  period  referred  to  above.    Of  particular  interest  was  the  in- 
crease in  the  export  value  of  the  dried  product  per  ton.    This  value  was 
#183.00  a  ton    in  1934-35,  $172*00  the  year  before  and  $220  in  the  5- 
,year  period  1926-27  to  1930-31, 

Germany  was  again  tho  chief  market  with  the  Netherlands,  Sweden 
and  France  following  in  that  order.    Although  practically  all  of  the  ox- 
ports  went  to  Europe  it  was  interesting  to  note  the  increase  in  tho  trade 
with  Palestine.     Details  are  shown  in  the  table  on  page  A^ll. 

A  considerable  araount  of  fresh  apples  are  used  in  making  the  dried 
apples  that  are  exported.    The  1934-35  exports  v;erc  cq_ual  to  around 
3,500,000  bushels  of  fresh  apples  compared  with  5,500,000  bushels  the  pre- 
ceding year  and  to  tho  average  of  4,850,000  bushels  in  the  5-yoar  period, 
192e-27  to  1930-31, 
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Dried  apples  are  exported  in  everj^  month  of  the  year .     July  is 

generally-  the  low  point  of  the  season.    Exports  generally  reach  a  peak 

in  October  or  November.  The  heaviest  movement  takes  place  from  October 
to  February  inclusive. 

Canned  apples  and  apple  sauce ;    About  269,000  cases  {50  pound 
basis)  of  canned  apples  and  sauce  wore  e^rported  in  1934-35  as  contrasted 
with  211,000  in  1933-34  and  the  average  of  372,000  cases  in  the  5-yGar 
period,  1926-27  to  1930-31.    The  exports  wore  valued  at  $578,000  in 
1934-35,  $406,000  in  the  preceding  season  and  $1,011,000  in  the  5-year 
period  under  survey.    The  United  Kingdom/practically  all  of  the  exports. 

There  is  no  well-defined  season  of  exports,  although  the  tendency 
in  most  seasons  is  for  exports  to  be  heavier  in  the  fall  months  when 
apples  are  being  harvested.    The  fresh  apples  used  in  producing  the  can- 
ned product  can  be  taken  as  roughly  one  bushel  of  fresh  to  a  50  pound 
case  of  canned  apples  or  sauce.    The  table  on  page  A-12  shows  the  exports 
of  canned  apples  and  sauce,

Exports  and  the  crop;    Total  pear  exports  in  1934-35  amounted  to 
2,000,000  bushels  compared  with  2,200,000  bushels  in  1933-34  and  to  the 
avcra£e  of  1,600,000  bushels  in  the  5-yoar  period,  1925-27  to  1930-31.  Al- 
though pear  exports  shoTTod  a  decline  both  quantitatively  and  relati\^cly 
as  compared  with  1933-34,  the  decline  was  much  less  marked  than  the  decline 
in  apple  exports.    The  smialler  drop  in  pear  exports  as  compared  to  apples 
is  explained  by  the  fact  that  the  United  States  is  the  chief  world  supplier 
of  fresh  pears  for  table  use  and  also  because  of  the  lesser  importance  of 
pears  in  the  trade -with  Germany  ac  compared  to  apples, 

A  larger  proportion  of  the  pear  crop  is  now  being  exported  than 
apples.    Taking  fresh,  canned  and  dried  pears  together,  the  exports  were 
equivalent  to  4,000,000  bushels,  or  17.3  percent  of  the  harvested  crop. 
In  1933-34  a  record  prcccrtion  was  exported,  or  23.6  percent.  About 
15,600,000  bushels  of  pears  Y/ere  used  fresh.    Fresh  esrports  of  2,000,000 
bushels  constituted  12  percent  of  this  amount,  as  against    15.9  percent 
in  1933-34.    For  further  information  see  table    P-13  in  the  appendix - 

Exports  of  pears  were  valued  at  $3,882,000  against  $4,066,000  in 
1933-34  and  the  average  figure  of  $4,648,000  in  the  5-'year  period,  1926-27 
to  1930-31.     It  was  encouraging  to  note  that  the  export  value  of  a  bushel 
of  pears  was  higher  in  1934-35  than  for  the  past  tv/o  seasons.    The  figure 
in  question  was  $1,93  against  $1,83  in  1933-34  and  $1.71  in  1932-33. 
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Exports  of  fresh  pears  b^ccjffljtri^;    The  United  Kingdom  as  usual 
proved  to  be  by  far  the  best  ..-arket  for  fresh  pears  taking  over  half  of 
the  exports,  or  1,060,000  busnels.    France  took  alnost  300,000  bushels 
and  ganada  241,000  bushels.    5-..'eden  v;as  ne^:t  in  iaportance  absorbing 
95,000,  Brazil  took  75,000  and  the  Netherlands  54,000  bushels.  Lesser 
quantities  T7ent  to  a  lor^  list  of  countries  scattered  all  over  the  globe. 
The  r^ost  iriportant  of  these  V7as  Egypt,  to  vhom  32,000  bushels  7/ere  export- 
ed; closely  following,  cai'c  Palestine  v/ith  30,000  bushels.    Exports  to  Cuba 
aJTiOunted  to  17,600  bushols  and  to  Argentina  15,600  bushels.  Additional

A  n-Jiiber  of  ccuntrios  took  l.-jrgcr  cuantitics  of  pears  in  1954:-25 
than  in  tho  previous  year.    Tliese  countrios  were:    STredon,  Norvray,  Finland, 
Canada,  Brazil,  Cuba,  Eg^rpt,  Palest ir.c,  British  Malaya ,  Kong  Kong^  .and 
Mexico.

Owing  to  the  early  riaturity  of  the  1934  pear  crop    the  season^  got 
off  to  an  early  start.    Exports  in  J'l'-ly  Trere  the  heaviest  since  the  record 
July  moverr.ent  in  the  1951-32  season.    Pear  exports  usually  start  In  July 
and  clinb  rapidly  to  a  peak  in  October,  declining  rapidly  from  that  month 
on  to  a  practical  cessation  of  shipments  in  February.    See  table  P-14 
and  P-16. 

Exports  of  fresh  pears  by  ports:    San  Francisco  continued  to  hold 
first  place  as  a  port  of  export  for  fresh  pears,  a  place  v/hich  it  has  held 
since  1931-32,    Seattle  iras  second,  Portland,  Oregon,  third  and  NeTz  York 
City  fourth.    All  of  the  exports  from  the  Pacific  Coast  ports  Trere  in 
boxes  or  half  boxes  but  New  York  City  loaded  out,  in  addition  to  boxes  and 
half  boxes,  pears  in  baskets  and  barrels,  the  latter  V7ore  mostly  grown  in 
New  York  state.    The  figures  relating  to  exports  by  ports  T7ere  secured  from 
the  Intornational  Apple  Association  and  do  not  include  exports  by  rail  to 
Canada  :jnd  i.Icxico.     Conscoucntly  the  totals  shoTm  do  not  check  TTith  the 
pear  export  figu.res  given  in  the  other  tables.    Tho  table  in  question  is

Exports  and  the  crop;     Canned  pear  exports  in  1934-35  were  1,434-, 000 
cases  (50  pound  basis)  compared  v^ith  1,557,700  cases  in  1933-34  and  to  the 
average  of  1,322,000  cases  in  the  5-year  period,  1926-27  to  1930-31.  The 
exports  of  dried  p-ears  declined  to  2,843  short  tons  against  4,204  in  1933- 
34  and  3,129  short  tons  in  19.^2-33, 

Taken  together,  pears  exported  in  the  form  of  canned  and  dried 
pears  are  not  only  as  large  as  the  fresh  pear  exports  but  are  m^ore  valuable. 
The  1,434,000  cases  (50  pound)  of  canned  pears  and  the  2,843  short  tons  of 
dried  pears  were  together  about  equal  in  quantity  to  the  2,000,000  bushels 
of  fresh  pears  e:cported  and  were  valued  at  §5,276,000  and  $152,000  res- 
pectively, against  a  value  of  $3>862,000  for  the  fresh  pear  exports.  It 
is  gon. rally  considered  that  a  bushel  of  pears  will  product  a  50  pound 
case  of  carjied  pears  or  roughly  5  pounds  of  dried  pears. 
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Canned  poc.rs ;    The  United  Kin&dom  is  the  only  market  of  importance 
for  canned  pears.    Cut  of  the  total  of  1,433,835  cases  exported  in  1934-35, 
1,345,769  went  to  that  conn.try.    The  second  most  important  outlet  was  the 
Irish  Free  State  which  took  20,309  cases.    Exports  to  Cuba  and  Canada  al- 
though small  showed  sharp  gains  over  1933-34.    Details  of  the  exports  by 
countries  are  shown  on  pare  P-17. 

Canned  pears  are  exported  the  year  around.    The  most  important 
months  are  September  to  March  inclusive.     In  the  1934-35  season  the  more— 
ment  was  rather  sporadic.    August  was  the  heaviest  month  followed  by 
February,    Cyor  100,000  cases  were  exported  in  September,  December,  March 
and  June. 

Dried  pears ;    Exports  of  dried  pears  practically  all  go  to  Europe, 
Germany  has  been  the  outstanding  m^i^rket  but  in  1934-35,  exports  to  Germany 
only  reached  824  short  tons  against  2,509  in  1933-34*    The  reduction  in 
exports  to  Germany  was  duo  to  currency  restrictions  in  Germany.  Franco 
was  the  second  most  important  outlet  taking  799  short  tons  compared  with 
626  in  1933-34.    The  United  Kingdom  and  the  Netherlands  both  received  278 
short  tons  and  Sweden,  197  short  tens. 

Outside  of  Europe  there  arc  no  important  mnrkets  but  the  increase 
in  exports  to  Palestine  has  been  gratifying.    Around  79  tons  went  to 
Palestine  in  1934-35  and  64  to  Canada.    Further  information  on  the  exports 
of  dried  pears  is  given  in  the  table  on  page  P-18, 

October  is  generally  the  peak  month  for  exports.     The  tendency  is 
for  exports  to  be  heaviest  in  the  fall  but  the  movement  is  fairly  well  dis- 
tributed throughout  the  year, 

Vo]^ume___and_DJ^s_tri.buti_on  of_Uni_te_d  States  Fresh  Grape  Ex2_or_t_s 

Exports :    The  1934-35  fresh  grape  export  season  was  the  best  since 
1930-31  both  in  q.uanti"cy  and  value.    The  17,850  short  tons  m.oved  out  in 
1934-35  were  valued  at  $1,569,000  compared  with  13,344  short  tons  and 
$987,000  in  1933-34,  and  14,670  short  tons  and  $1,045,000  in  1932-33. 
More  heartening  than  the  increase  in  quantity  was  the  increase  in  the  unit 
value  of  the  exports.    This  figure  was  4.9(2^  a  pound  against  3,7$^.  in  1933- 
34  and  3.6;^  in  the  previous  season. 

Distribution  by  countries;    The  distribution  of  grape  exports  by 
countries  is  much  different  from-  that  of  apples  and  pears.    Only  a  modest 
quantity  go  to  Europe,    This  situation  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  con-  ^ 
sidcrable  quantities  of  grapes  are  grown  in  Europe,    Spain  in  particular 
is  a  heavy  exporter..    On  the  other  hand  only  moderate  quantities  of  grapes ar 
grown  in  Canada,  Our  chief  market, 

Practially  every  country  took  more  grapes  in  1934-35,  the  only  ex- 
ceptions of  any  consequence  wore  Denmark,  Panama  and  Venezuela.  Around 
9,150  short  tons  went  to  Canada,  2,340  to  the  United  Kingdom,  1,160  to  the 
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Philippines,  934  to  Cuba,  508  tc  Britf.sh  Malaya,  548  to  Mexico,  544  to 
Hong  Kong  289  to  Ceylon,  £57  to  British  India,  228  to  the  Ketherland  East 
IndjQs,  227  to  China,  210  to  Panana  and  103  to  Norv.'ay.    All  other  countries, 
listed  in  the  table  on  pj.£e  G-19  of  the  appendix,  took  less  th'in  100  tons, 

Grapo  exports  get  under  way  in  July,  increase  sharply  to  October  or 
November  and  decline  rapidly  frorr.  then  on.    Only  small  quantities  move  out 
after  February,    There  is  a  small  movement  each  month  after  February  on 
through  June,  in  which  month  some  ncvr  crop  grapes  arc  usually  available.
